Ted Cruz is 
gaining 
momentum 
for GOP 
primary

Establishment Republicans 
once dreamed of replacing Tex- 
as Sen. Ted Cruz with a less 
bombastic alternative in 2018. 

Those dreams now appear out 
of reach, even as a North Texas 
Republican with ties to state’s 
old political guard is on the 
verge of launching a challenge 
to the first-term senator. 

A Fort Worth-based super 
PAC aimed at replacing Cruz 
with a Republican in the “lead- 
ership style” of President Ro- 
nald Reagan has barely raised 
any money. 

Its favored candidate, Chris- 
tian television executive Bruce 
Jacobson, last week stumbled in 
the early stages of a possible 
campaign rollout. 

And while Cruz, who has 
more than $5.6 million stock- 
piled for re-election, made plen- 
ty of enemies during his first 
Senate term, he’s spent the past 
year quietly mending fences 
with the same Republicans he 
disagreed with in the past.

The holiday season officially 
arrived Monday with the in- 
stallation of a 65-foot tall 
Christmas tree in Sundance 
Square plaza. 

The tree, a concolor fir from 
Big Rapids, Mich., will be deco- 
rated this week before being lit 
on Saturday. 

About 10,000 LED lights will 
adorn the tree — the largest 
ever to reside in downtown Fort 
Worth — and will be powered 
with renewable energy by 
Green Mountain Energy Co.

The tree-lighting ceremony, 
complete with live music and a 
visit from Santa Claus, will 
begin at 5:30 p.m. Saturday at 
the plaza, Main Street between 
Third and Fourth streets. 

It will remain in place 
through New Year’s Day before 
being recycled and used as 
lumber for a Habitat for Hu- 
manity house next spring.
